Postptm es D istress Call 
The ship began to list on S atu r­ 
day night, they said, and its condi- 
titm grew more 
serious steadily 
throughout Sunday and yet no dis­ 
tress call w as se n t out until Mon­ 
day m orning 
and as a 
result no 
rescue ship.s w ere on the scene un­ 
til many hours a fte r the ship sank 
a t 1:30 Monday afternoon. 
When the captain did decide to 
abandon the ship the tackle of the 
life boats w as found to be faulty. 
It to o k .hours to low er the boats, 
the ones w ith th e women and chil­ 
dren were 
crushed,

At tho same time a large staff of 
Red Cross workers and nurses had 
been sent to Porto Rico, where for 
several weeks the organization was 
feeding and clothing more than 
400,000 m£n, women and children.
